Cambridge’s Bicycle Infrastructure



Why Count Bicyclists?

To see growth in bicycling over time

To observe how infrastructure improvements might
correlate with increased bicycling

To inform bicycle infrastructure planning
To provide data for large planning efforts



Bicycle Count Locations



Bicycle Count Methodology

Bi-annual counts at 17 locations

Counts taken same week each year on days with similar
weather conditions

This year counts were: 9/12/2012

Counts taken by contractors (this year by McMahon)
Accounts for all directions of bicycle travel

Data analyzed in-house using excel and GIS

Count dots represent a value between 0 and 637
bicyclists and the scales are consistent between maps
